COLUMBUS, 0., Sept 11. 1805. 


The people of .Oliio are familiar with 


the scandals attending' the affair of the 
state institutions under the administra- 
tion of William McKinley but they do 
not know half the real truth of the 
frightful abominations that are- every- 
where apparent in the charitable insti- 
tutions of the state maintained by the 
taxpayers of Ohio. Every body is more 
or less .familiar with public disgrace at- 
tending the recent exposures in the 
case of Supt. Eagleson vs. Matron Sites 
at the institute of the deaf and dumb. 
In this quarrel which has disgraced the 
whole state the superintendent suspen- 
ded Matron Sites and the board of trus- 
tees refused to recognize the suspension.

Robinson in North American Review, 
is at first Btirprislnff, because- many 
kinds, such as - the Scotch mountain 
sheep, and those upon the high lands 
of Chili and Patagonia, manage, to live 
anl thrive with yery little aid from 
their masters. 
Yet it Is fqundthat 


even the hardy pampas sheep cannot 
hold bis own. when-that aid is wanting. 
If man were to become extinct in 
South America, the sheep would not 
survive him half a dozen years. There 
are three chief .reasons for this,-and all 
of them are of peculiar interest. 


In the first place, the sheep is, as a 


rule, a timid and defenseless animal, 
and at the same time is neither swift 
nor cunning. It falls an easy prey to 
the meanest of the wolf tribe. A single 
coyote or a fox terrier dog could de- 
stroy a thousand in a few days.

their mothers require especial care and 
nursing. If they do not $et it at the 
critical time, the flock owner will lose 
them by the hundred.

thing in the

sheep shed their wool naturally, in the 
same way that the horse sheds its thick 
Whiter coat.
